said, but more likely is the jaw of a. 


man who lived about 200,600 years 
ago. 

“This man was about 5 feet 6 
inches tall, but very massive and 
powerful,” he said. “He probably 
had a simple language of a few 
‘words. That he spoke is indicated 

by certain protuberances on the jaw 
which are attached to the muscles 
that control the functions of speech. 

“The jaw was found under 82 feet 
of river deposit, and was in excellent 
condition. In the strata above 
were found bones of the antique ele- 
phant, which was the great-grandfa- 
ther of the mastodon, and which was 
extinct many thousands of years be- 
fore the mastodon and mammoth 
came into being. 
antique lion also were found in the 
deposits above, proving that the man 
lived long before those animals did.

Carpanese first told the police that 
(he thought the two men were about 
to hold up the saloon. Later on he 
said that they “picked a quarrel” 
‘with him and that he fired when 
they attempted to climb over the 
bar. 

Bruns denied both statements. 
'He said that Carpanese appeared to 
have been drinking, was in an ugly 
'mood and fired without provocation. 
He said that he and Schwedtmann 
were employed as structural iron 
workers at the nearby plant of the 
General Motors Co, and had been 
in Carpanese’s saloon on several 
previous occasions. -He said~ ~that 
when Carpanese first shot him he 
‘ran out the front door. Schwedt- 
mann, he said, ran to the back door 
but found it locked and was shot 
in the back as he was trying the 
door. 

When policemen arrived, they 
found Carpanese and his bartender, 
‘Louis Maelle, 45, 2128 Wash street, 
behind the bar and Schwedtmann’'s 
body on the floor before the bar. 
Carpanese had ejected the two 
empty shells from his revolver and 
had reloaded it. He told them that 
he had shot the man on the floor 
and had also shot Bruns, naming 
him and giving the policemen his 
‘address. He said that/he had _ re- 
loaded the revolver because 
thought that Bruns had ran home 
to arm himself and that he was 
ready for him. The police found 
Bruns at his home.

Duck Hunting on the Susquehanna 


wile Celery of Flats One of Most Enticing Foods for Birds 
—Sportsman Writes of Past and Pres- 


ent Day Shooting. 


The autumn day is flecked with gold, 
And wildfowl hover down the dusky 
air.

The Susquehanna ducking grounds, 
or the Susquehanna River flats, are 
located within that grand old com- 
monwealth, the State of Maryland, | 


extending from the eastern to the | annual flight to the breeding grounds 
of the Northland. 


western shore of the Chesapeake 
Bay, 10 miles in width, thence from 
the mouth of the Susquehanna River 
down the bay, a distance of four or 
five miles. Through almost the cen- 
ter of the flats, to Spesutia Is- 
land, a deep channel flows, of suffi- 
cient depth to allow vessels drawing 
from 8 to 10 feet of water to navi- 
gate, with the aid and assistance of 
tugs or other steam craft. On both 
sides of the channel the flats extend 
to both the western and eastern 
shores, subdivided here and there by | 
sloughs. The flats are plainly out- 
lined and designated by the dense 
growth of wild celery, which is cov- 
ered, during normal tides, with from 
four to eight feet of fresh wat®r. 
During an extremely dry summer the) 
water becomes slightly brackish. 
The wild celery of the Susquehan-' 
na Flats is one of the most enticing 
of all the wild-duck foods in our 
Southern waters. It is especially 
sought after by the canvasback, red- 
head and blackhead ducks. All the 
other varieties feed upon the wild 
celery, more or less. Several of the 
smaller varieties are exceedingly 
fond of it, but not strong enough to 
make the deep dive and pull it loose, 
root and branch. The ruddy and 
bald-pate depend largely upon what 
they can grab ffom the canvas- 
backs and redheads when they rise 
to the surface of the water. Mal- 
lards and black ducks are seldom, if 
ever, seen upon the flats, since they | 
are not deep-water ducksy They pre-.

Shooting from a sink-box, over 
s0 many decoys, is the most magnifi- 
cent and exhilarating ef all such 
sport. A good shot from a sink-box, 
like old Capt, Bill Dobson, the great- 
est shot from a sink-box that ever 
lived, can do wonderful execution. 
His name became a household word, 
by reason of his mysterious and suc- 
cessful methods of decoying ducks. 
He never possessed such a thing as 
an artificial duck call. He did it 
with his hands by imitating the flap- 
ping of a ducks wings, holding them 
just above the side of the sink-box.

“There is no real difference; Bol- 
shevism is only Socialism in action,” 
replied Mr. Collins. “There are, of 
course, many persons who imagine 
themselves to be Socialists, but who 
really are not, for they don’t know 
what Socialism is. They are attract- 
ed by some.of the ideas it advocates 
and imagine that these are the es- 
sence of Socialism while in fact they 
are the trimmings, sometimes the 
minor incidentals, sometimes just 
the bait put in to attract the simple 
minded and land them in the net of 
Bolshevism. It amazes such pérsons 
as these to learn from the writings 
of the real leaders of Socialism what 
are the principles upon which it is 
based. These. principles hitherto 
preached in an academic way have 
at last been put Into action in Rus- 
sia, and the disciples of real Social- 
ism are eager to put them into action 
in America. This means revolution.

Mary Klima,. who lives in her own house 
at 1739 Preston place, in South St. Louis, 
was born 66 years ago'in a hamlet of Centra! 
Bohemia. Her parents were peasants, as 
were her ancestors, and for generations they 
formed the human part of the soil upon which 
they lived. None ever got far from the native 
environment, and the usages of toil and cus- 
toms of daily life when Mary first knew them 
were just as the first feudal lords of Bohe- 
mia had made them, more than 1000 years 
ago. 
Mothers bearing children did so in short 
intervals between work. Work was part of 
the scheme of things, and as soen as a child's 
arms, legs and understanding were developed 
sufficiently to be of use, the child was initiat- 
ed into the scheme and continued in it until 
age again returned his members to impotengy, 
and usually that period was near the end of 
his alloted span of years. " 


In the case of Mary Klima, her first work 
came at the age of 3, when she looked after 
a baby sister while her mother went into the 
fields. Often the two children were left from 
dawn to sunset, during which hours they 
amused themselves as best they could. Their 
food was placed on a shelf, which the elder 
could only reach by mounting a chair. The 
time of eating was not regular under these 


until dar‘. 

During this period she served a spell as 
cowherd, and one day while leading four cows 
on a leash, the animals became frightened 
and bolted. The girl became tangled in the 
rope, was thrown to the ground and dragged 
for a long distance, being almost killed. ~ For 
weeks she was unable to return to work, and 
for a time it was thought she would never 
again regain sufficient strength to be of 
further use about the farm. With all its hard- 
ships, however, there were certain compen- 
sations and pleasures for workers of the Bo- 
hemian farm. None knew anything else but 
work, and they took it as a matter of course. 
They sang peasant songs and at intervals 
there were grtherings and dances. At harvert 
and threshing time things were most lively 
and interesting, albeit work was heavier and 
harder to do. Women and men toiled in 
the grain fields with a sickle, reaping and 
b° ding the sheaves by hand. The shocks were 
piled upon the backs of the women and girls, 
who carried them to the threshing floor. 


Threshing machines were unknown, and 
the grain was separated by pounding with a 
flail. The floor was piled high with bundles 
of wheat and the threshers, forming a circle 
around it, would wield their heavy flails by 
the hour. Each delivered a stroke in his or 
her turn, so that the sound made was like the 
roll of a great drum. During this busy har- 
vest time it was possible for the farmhands 
to increase their earnings. For a day of from 
12 to 14 hours’ work they were paid 40 cents. 
Work began at 4 a. m. 


ents lived was a mere group of cottages, and 
numbered not more than 60 inhabitants. It 
was situated close to a section of the vast 
crown lands owned by the late Francis Joseph. 
Emperor of Austria and King of Hungary. 
From a forest of the royal estates the villagers 
would purloin wood, this being the only fuel 
available for, heating their homes and cook- 
ing. Undtr cover of night they would gather 
fagots, bundles of which were loaded on 
Mary Klima’s back until her sturdy legs bent 
under’ weight of the burden. Then came a 
long tramp homeward, often through snow 
reaching up to her knees. 


After recovering from her accident while 
driving cows on the farm, Mary entered the 
home of a family in the neighboring town as 
housemaid, where her duties were hardly less 
arduous, but where she earned $24 a year by 
working seven days and evenings every week. 
Among her tasks-.in this service was scrubbing 
the floors with a bundle of straw bound to a 
handle in the form of a brush. The actual 
work she did not mind so much, but one of 
her duties she found irksome. This was tha: 
each morning she was expected to kiss the 
hand of her mistress, which that haughty 
iady extended regularly for the osculation. 
Work she could stand, almost without limit, 
but not humiliation, and shortly Mary “gave 
notice” and returned to her native village. 


There, still in her teens, she was wooed by 
and married to the son of a family in the com- 
munity, her only dowry being the scanty sav- 
ings of her years of farming and domestic 
service, Marriage, however, did not Mean rest 
or surcease from heavy labor. On the con- 
tary, the real heavy work of her life seems 
then to have just begun. Her husband was a

At 4 more responsible duties were imposed 
on the little peasant. She was elevated to the 
post of goose girl and placed in charge of a flock of 
seyen great fowls, which she herded through the lanes 
and over the countryside with a long willow branch. 
The strictest watch had to be kept over her charges, for 
if harm came to them, or one was lost, the account- 
‘ng was heavy. Children of 4 in this country know lit- 
tle of geese, even those living in the country, but 
many adults remember being chased by certain big, 
white, horrid birds which hissed angrily, like a snake, 
and threatened dire injury to the child who provoked 
them or got in their path. 

When she was 12 years old Mary Klima became a 
rezular farmhand, working with the men and women 
on an estate near her village. While expected to do as 
much work as the grownups, she, being small and 
strange, received less consideration than the former.

She was expected to shift for herself, and her meals 
were eaten under the table, and consisted of whatever 
her fellow servants were good enough-.to throw to her 
from what was given them! At night she crawled 
under the stove to sleep, with only pea vines for bed- 
ding, and in the winter, when the fire died down, the 
cold was almost unbearable. 

The food of the farm workers, as described by Mrs. 
Klima, would cause strikes and desertions were it 
served, for instance, to threshing crew or force of 
workers on a modern Kansas farm. For breakfast 


there was soup and potatoes, for dinner potatoes and 


soup, and for supper soup and potatoes. Never any 
variation, always the same brand of soup and eternal 
potatoes. Frequently, she says, she would set out for 
the fields at daybreak with a few cold boiled potatoes 


his hodcarrier. In this employment, by dint 

of long hours and untiring activity, she earned 

35 cents per day. A town hall was to be 

erected, and Mary's husband was employed 
as a mason. The wife carried the bricks which 
he laid, and this employment was long and steady, so 
that the two were able to add materially to their sav- 
ings, 

The union was fruitful in other ways than toil. 
Mary gave birth to 14 children, two sets of twins 
among the number. Once, on the same day when one 
of the children was born, she got out of bed and 
milked their cow. She never allowed herself the lux- 
ury of more than three days indoors, even when the 
twins were born. Of the children, only three survive, 
all living in St. Louis, and prosperous, desirable citi- 
zens. 

It was during the years when her first children were 
being born that work multiplied for the peasant girL

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The village where Mary Klima and her par- 
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he had a mission “to right the wrongs of the Home- 
stead steel workers.” So he went to Pittsburg, where, 
after several ineffectual attempts, he reached Frick’s 
private office on Fifth avenue. John G. A. Leishman, 
‘who later became United States Minister to Turkey, 
in conference with Frick at the time. Berkman 
Frick twice and stabbed Leishman before they 
him. He got the limit for that—20 years 
Western Penitentiary, to be followed by one 
the Allegheny County Workhouse.

But on July 5, 1900, “Thomas Brown” bought the 
vacant semi-detached two-story frame house at 28 
Sterling street, Allegheny.

There were about 20 lengths of gal- 
vanized pipe and several boxes that might have con- 
tained anything. The remainder of the furniture was 
lumber, solid looking planks and short lengths of 4x4- 
inch timbers. It was the queerest assortment of fur- 
niture Miss Letitia McCarty ever saw, and she had 
watched many movings in her time. She wondered 
whether she ought to call. 

Next morning the piano started early and Miss Mc- 
Carty had Haydn’s “Gypsy Rondo” for her breakfast, 
followed by other classics. The piano seemed to con- 
tinue the only article of furniture, as nothing else in the 
way of household goods came to the place. The music 
never ceased for any length of time, and it got on this 
neighbor's nerves to such an extent that she com- 
plained to the Alderman of the ward in which she 
lived. She was told that people had a right to play 
tLeir pianos and could choose classics or razti~.e., 
whichever they preferred.

He was always seeking contributions for the cause and 
was generally well supplied with money. He was ar- 
rested at the time the Union Square bombs were found, 
but was released. He was in San Francisco the day of 
the “preparedness parade,” when a bom) killed nine 
persons and wounded 40 others. His career practically 
ended in the United States when he was arrested for 
attempting to obstruct the selective draft in 1917. 

Briefly summed up, Alexander Berkman spent 33 
years in this country. Eighteen and a half of them 
were spent in-jail. He is-tiow 51 years old, quite bald,

ARDEN CITY is on the Arkansas River, 
50 miles northwest of Dodge City, in 
Southwestern Kansas. All around are 


stock farms, acres of beets, pumping sta- 
tions, irrigation canals, lightning rods; 
cyclone cellars and Kansas farmers. Gar- 
den City, being the seat of Finney County, 
has its newspapers, movies, general stores, an attrac- 
tive combination jail and courthouse and lots of 
lawyers. 

There was quite a colony of Russian refugee farmers 
growing beets for the beet sugar industry just out- 
side of Garden City in 1889. There was good money 
in growing beets even in those days, and the colonists 
could well afford to support the little newspaper print- 
ed in Russian and issued once a week from its own 
printing shep in Garden City. 

Alexander Berkman, a tramp printer, slid from a 
moving freight just outside the Garden City yards 
one summer morning in 1889. He came from St. Louis, 
where he had stayed one week setting type on a little 
German weekly. He was short and slender, short- 
sighted and hard up, and he preferred a pipe to ciga- 
rettes. 

As this was the man whom, in later years, it was 
to cost Henry Clay Frick $10,000 per annum to keep 
ar eye on, the little tramp printer may be accorded a 
fuller description. He had a strong face, with high, 
broad forehead, thin aquiline nose, a jutting under lip, 
heavy chin, small gray eyes, hard and sharp like needle 
points, and a most ingratiating way of asking the boss 
of any printing shop for a few days’ work. 


At the time he struck Garden City Berkman could 
set type in several languages. He was born in Petro- 
grad and educated at the University of Odessa. After 
leaving school he tried journalism, but the things he 
wrote were unprintable except in secretly printed bul- 
letins and circulars preaching nihilism and anarchy. 
Berkman wrote himself out of Russia very quickly. He 
fled to the United States, and before the end of three 
years knew every printing shop, every freight con- 
ductor, every switch and water tank and the geo- 
graphical conformation of most of Colorado, Kansas 
and Missouri. 


Berkman, in those happy-go-lucky days, rarely held 
PAGE FOUR. 
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Alexander Berkman 
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a job more than a week. Composing-room foremen, as 
a rule patient, long-suffering and slow to anger, grew 
tired of him because they said he talked too much dur- 
ing working hours. Moreover, they said he talked too 
much like an anarchist. So they all fired him, one 
after the other. 

When Berkman reached Garden City, the same old 
ingratiating smile got him a job on the Russian week- 
ly, and the same old gospel of anarchy caused him to 
lose it two days later. The editor, who also was every- 
thing from the business manager to press feeder, eject- 
ed him forcibly. Berkman arose with a stone in hig 
hand and fired it through the office window. That 
was his first known violent aet in this country. 

A few weeks later he was arrested at Pueblo, Colo., 
for stabbing a printer. When he got out of prison for 
that he went straight to New York 
City. “The late Johann Most was 
editing “Die Freiheit’’ in a small 
printing shop on William street at 
that time. Radicals with sympa- 
thetic leanings toward anarchy ad- 
mired Herr Most and his editorials 
in “Die Freiheit."" Berkman called 
on Herr Most and landed a job after 
the usual suave preliminaries. 


“That fellow Berkman is too dan- 
gerous to suit me,” said Herr Most 
a few days later. “I fired him. He 
talked too much. He’s too volatile. 
He’s no good. I’m an anarchist my- 
self and I believe in anarchy, but 
Berkman?—ach!"" And he waved 
his arms to imitate an explosion. 

Just about the time Herr Most in 
New York City was getting rid of 
Berkman, Andrew Carnegie was in 
Scotland resting at his Skibo Castle 
and Henry C. Frick was in Pitts- 
burg looking after the affairs of 
the Carengie Steel Co., of whose 
board of directors he was at that 
time the chairman. The date, im- 
portant for the reason that it fixes 
the time when Alexander’ Berk- 
man’s real activities began was the 
last week In June, i892. 

The introduction of new and -ex- 
pensive labor-saving machinery in 
the big steel mills of the Carnegie company 
at Homestead had increased the output, just as 
the company had intended it should. The Amalgamat- 
ed Association of Iron and Steel Workers, to which 
the unionized skilled workers in the Carnegie mills 
belonged, suggested that with an increased production 
there ought to be a proportionate increase in pay for 
the steel workers. Frick, representing the Carnegie 
company, declined to entertain the suggestion. The 
Homestead steel workers held a mass meeting, at 
which speakers assured them that if they stood firm in 
demanding more pay the company would have to give 
it to them. Faqllowing the meeting an effigy was pa- 
raded through the streets of Homestead and burned. 

Next morning Frick notified the officials of the 
Amalgamated Association that all negotiations were off 
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Alexander Berkman, from a 
recent photograph.

and that in future the Carnegie works would be operat- 
ed as open shops. The strike began July 1—a mighty 
contest between 7000 steel workers and the controlling 
mind of a vast industrial organization. Carnegie re- 
mained in Scotland, being advised by Frick that he 
could handle the situation. 

Daylight was breaking on July 6 when the Little 
Bill, a Monongahela towboat, crept up the river from 
Pittsburg, pushing two covered barges filled with men 
armed with repeating rifles. They were detectives and 
deputies sworn in as coal and iron policemen, and they 
were on their way to Homestead to guard the steel 
works, which, it had been announced, were about to 
resume operation as an open shop. The Homestead 
works were anything but an open shop. A 10-foot bar- 
ricade, topped with three roWs of barbed wire, charged 
with electricity, had been erected 
around three sides of the plant. The 
only open side faced the river, 
where the Little Bill was to land 
the two barge loads of detectives. 

The Little Bill failed to carry out 
orders. A dozen warning shots 
from the river bank, followed by 
others that came dangerously close 
to the pilot house, prompted her 
captain to cut loose and back off 
downstream. The two barges drift- 
ed helplessly for a few yards and 
then ran aground. Several hundred 
strikers, warned by a siren and the 
shots, were: there ready to take 
charge of the invaders. 


When the trapped detectives were 
ordered to surrender by the strikers 
they refused. The coal and iron po- 
lice superintendent in charge of the 
expedition made frantic signals to 
the Little Bill to come back and fin- 
ish the job, but the towboat was al- 
ready headed for Pittsburg and 
making good time. 

The detectives thought she had 
gone for help and would be back 
very soon. They decided to stay 
where they were in preference to 
surrendering. And so the Home- 
stead battle began. 

Firing from portholes, the invad- 
ers killed nine steel workers and wounded many others 
in the first few minutes. For the ensuing 12 hours 
the barges were the targets of marksmen firing from 
both banks of the river. It was 6 o’clock that evening 
before a white handkerchief was waved from a barge 
window in token of surrender, and those of the strikers’ 
prisoners who were able to walk came ashore, where 
women attacked them on their way to jail. 

In jail and locked behind bars was the safest place 
in Homestead that night for invading representatives 
of law and order. Undesirables were ordered out of 
town by the strikers, who were now in control and 
anxious to avoid further bloodshed: And like buzzards

She wishes to take advantage of 
the victory which others won for her, to deprive us 
of some of the most beautiful Slovenian country, on the 
shores of the Adriatic Sea and has already a close 
understanding with Germany and old Austria to take 
us Jugo Slavs between two fires and kill our national 
existence in the bud. Should the peace conference fail

to settle this matter justly, on the principle of na- 
tionality and self-determination, as laid down by Mr. 
Wilson, there will surely grow a new war. We cer- 
tainly will not stand part of our people being sepa- 
rated and handed over to the Italians. 

“We Jugo Slavs have so many problems to solve that 
it seems quite impossible to do it all at the same time. 
Building a new country and consolidating it and at the 
same time defending one nationa] party and frontier 
from Italian aggression is no.small task. I have re- 
mained in Paris, giving what help-I could to the cause, 
when in reality 1 should be in Belgrade to get 
myself something I want. From a practical ‘point of 
view it would be better to remain at home and take 
a hand in building up the new state, where many hands 
are needed. But I have grown a stranger to people at 
home. As Consul-General I could have a position 
quite early, but I do not aspire to that, seeing every- 
body else advanced. On the other hand, Minister 
posts are few and those in office now, mostly Serb 
diplomats do not resign. Well, who will live will see.” 

Schwagel speaks of having had an audience with 
President Wilson in Paris and of meeting Col. House, 
Ambassador White and other prominent Americans. 
He hopes to return to America in the no-distant fu- 
ture, either representing his Government or as a pri- 
vate individual. In whatever capacity he comes, he 
declares, he will visit St. Louis, which, he says, is the 
most hospitable city in the world.
